Police Commissinners Dejure Take
Oath of Office.

DEMAND THE CERTIFICATES

Republicans Determined to Contest
the Matter in the Courts of Thia
County and Assert Their
Logal Rights,

The republicans seem Jetermined to
carry the police commission fight into
the courts, If thelr demands are not
recognized by the common councll,
Yesterday morning, ¥. J. Carney, R. V.

fore Auditor Anderson and demanded
thelr certificates of election. Mr, An-
derson had a vague recollection of
meeting the three gentlemen In a qulet
way at some social function, but when
it gets down to a question of political
expediency, and acting under the in-
structions of the city attorney, his
honor politely refused to Issue cer-
tificates of election. The Bllver Star
Trio, and quasi police commissioners-
elect, then went before m notary pub-
lic and ralaing thelr right hands,
solemnly swore to discharge the duties
of police commissioners for the city of
Astoria to the best of thelr abllity,
and in conformity to the laws of the
state of Oregon, o help me God. After
llu\'in‘ passed through this trying or-
{deal they went to the auditors’ office
!nnd asked that the oaths of office be
filed, which was done. ,

One thing Is certain, that while pub-
le sentiment was In the first instance
agalnat the actions of the republicans,
ft has now shifted to the democrats,
and a genera! demand Is' made that
tha offices of Pollce Commissioners
Barker and Cook be d2¢clared wvnecant
and two residents and tax payera be
appointed by the mayor and confirmed
by the councll, If this ls not done, the
majority of the people, Irrespective of
party, will indorse the contentlons of
the republicans.
